The transportation was carried out 
without a hitch and it ‘is stated that 
the convoy returns to Ceuta very 
soon to embark a further 2,000 troops.

Human and animal bites, in- 
flicted on 118,062 persons, causcd 
408 deaths by rabies in 1933, a 
League of Nations study reveals. 


The jaws of 339 dogs, 46 jack- 
als, 16 wolves and two cats were 
mainly responsible, the investi- 
gation shows. Of 1,501 human 
bites, one death was recorded at 
Another death 
was caused by a deep bite in the 
arm by n°’cow, Several hyena and 
copard bites are also noted. DIN- 
rent search through the report, how- 
ever, fails to reveal nny record of:a 
man biting a dog. , 

Some 1,244 cases were reported in 
New York and 443 cnses in Paris, 
with no deaths, Europeans and non- 
Europeans, according to the statiatics, 
were victims of rabies to an almost 
equal extent, but deaths among son- 
Europeans were about double those 
among Europeans.

Doctor's Report . 


The following is a summary of the 
annual report made by Dr. ¥. Y. 
‘Tong,’ one of the energetic honor- 
ary doctors, on behalf of the hos- 
pital: : 

This hospital, although so Httle 
known by the well-to-do people’ of 
the Colony, Is remarkably well 
known amongst the poorcr classes’ of 
Chinese not only in Kowloon, but 
aso in the New Territarles and Hong- 
kong os well, os witnessed by the 
nttendance ot the outpatient depart- 
ment.

The cessioa of the Falkland Islands 
to Great Britain in 1771 > has never 
been recognised by the Argentine, 
whose claim to the islands las beun 
persistently maintained, although it 
has never. been strongly pressed. 

Mr. Anthony Eden, the Foreign 
Seeretary, when he announced In the 
Mouse of Commons the: diplomatic 
petinn which followed the Isruc of the 
stamps, said that the British Am- 


‘lbassador. in Buenos Alres had been 


‘instructed “ once more to draw the 
attention of the Argentine Govern- 
ment to the fact that no useful pur- 
pose can be served by such action as 
the issue of the stamp in questlon, 
which can onty be detrimental to-zood 
relntions between the two countrics.” 

In view of this protest {t is felt that 
the Post Office should ro longer ncecpt 
mall franked with the Argentine 
stampa. 

Hf refusal of Argentine mail should 
be considered too drastic 1 step, it is 
eleimcd, advantage should be taken 
of the Anglo-Argentine trade negotla~ 
tions now In progress to secure with= 
drawal of the issue.

Assesmilk-cum-Worter) which was fought yesterday before 3,000 


spectators. 


It 1s an epfe recalling vividly the 
glories of Agincourt, In fact Wensley 
was overheird to have remarked, 
much In the manner of Westmorland 
to his king, “Oh, that we now had 
here, Bill, but nine more blokes’ to 
bat and bow! this day.” 


And indignant Bill Ashdown re- 
pled, “No, my fair coz—I mean, old 
pal, don't get the wind up before 
we start. If we shall live thls day 
and see old age, think of the beer 
they’ buy us.” : 


So comforted,  Ashdown-cum- 
Wensley went out. us the two-man 
team to face the might of the XI. of 
Stone-cum-Ebony and Wittersham,' 
which ¢um-sandwiches and pop, 
cum-grandmothers and umbrellas, | 


cum-greybeards and young ’Erberts 


and ‘Oraces -had relaxcd from the | 
strenuous business of a village 
Snturday, postponed the buying of 
the Sunday joint, and fluttered down 
to the shorn meadow under the stern 
square church tower like coveyr of 
partridges. 


The old tower, 102 years before, 
had seen ‘the pride of their ante-

[HE bustle and excitement, of

But with the increased number 
of teams participating, this has 
become impractical, There have 
been constantly recurring in- 
stances of clubs finding them- 
selves with double fixtures on 
the same day, and more than 
one club feels ‘it is time a more 
water-tight system be effected. 


Fixtures Committee ° 


EAA S Ea CRSA RR STR TT 
OLICE Recreation Club is sald to 
be"n prime-mover inthis direc- 
tion, the suggestion being that cath 
club should elect one representative 
to form a jfixtures sub-committee. 
This, at least, would ensure the 
climination of over-lapping and 
errors in fixture-making. It will. be 
surprising if this idea Js not accorded 
unanimous support by the-clubs. It 
is doubtful whether any sccrctary 
looks forward to Axture-making un- 
der the present-methods, which entall 
representatives rushing round tho 
room at the close of the ordinary 
business of the annual mecting, and 
secking to fit in dates with the varl- 
ous clubs, The lIcague is now big 
enough to demand a morc ration- 
alised system, and the most sensible 
one appears {obe "the creation of a 
fixtures committee which will be 
given suMcient time to work out the 
programme ijn a’ syatematical way. 


Cut Out Drawn Matches 


— 
tL BERE ‘Is another polnt which may 

’ be debated, -though I ‘doubt it. 
It Js still possible to hear, with 
difficulty, the mute cries of a few, 
who feel there should be changes in 
the playing of Saturday afternoon 
league matches. Drawn games re- 
main a distinct feature of our league 
to 
sce teams who finish well down in 
the tuble, boasting an unbeaten re- 
cord. They’ succeed in drawing 
several matches. It ts the clalm of 
our cricket “Bolsheviks” that a half- 
day icague match creates a distinctly 
different situation to o friendly game, 
The gnme may be played jn just the 
same sporting spirit, but teams, and 
team capiains, cannot get it out of 
thelr heads that they are playing for 
points: and this very fact will quite 
eastly influence them to bot o Iittie 
longer, or change thelr ‘usual methods 
of free ‘hitting ‘to chicken-run 
scratching for the sake of those 
points. Heduced to its slmplest form 
of expression, half-day league 
cricket should be made a.test for 
the quickest scoring within no pre- 
scribed’ period.’ In other words 
drawn matches should be eliminated. 


How It Might Be Done . 


OMPARATIVELY speaking, drawn 
league matches are only very 
occasional of the type. which -cn- 
hances. the game.

His 
plane carried two sealed barothermo- 
graphs to record the height attained, 
but they are so complicated they 
had to be sent to the National Physi 
cal Laboratory at Teddington for the 
result to be worked out. 

The pilot wore n special ulrlight, 
scaled flying suit blown up to .or- 
dinary air pressure and his face was 
screened by a visor of heavy glass.
